Two Officers + Murdered and 
Their Slayer Is Killed 
in His House, 


WHITE AND HIS SON G0 
GUNNING FOR POLICEMEN 


BECAUSE OF AN ARREST 


After Shooting Adams and Jackson, 


They Fatally Wound Officer Roberts 
Through a Door, 


~ MURDERERS SURROUNDED 


BUT REFUSE 10 SURRENDER 
WHEN ORDERED 10 GIVE UP 


Bix Men Determine To Make the Ar- 
rests and Crash Through the Door. 
Another Officer Wounded, but 
White Falls Dead with Ten 
Bullets in His Body. 

Son Is in Jail. 


Columbus, Ga., October 14.—(Special.)— 


_ “Two members of the Columbus police force 
| whe ‘© murdered on the ‘atreets of this city 


'@t 2:30 O'clock this afternoon, another 


officer fatally wounded, while a fourth was 


shot through the thigh. 

In attempting to effect the-arrest of the 
murderer a posse shot him to death, 
making three dead as a result of the series 
of tragedies which occurred this afternoon. 
The succession of tragedies may be follow- 
ed by a lynching tonight or tomorrow. 

Officers Richard M. Adams and William 
Jackson were killed by J. A. White, an 
ex-policeman and shoemaker, and his son, 
Henry White. 

The crime was committed without provo- 
cation, and the people of Columbus were 
thrown into a state of the greatest excite- 
ment. White and his son escaped the 
crowd which quickly gathered, and they 
succeeded in reaching their home, a short 
distance from the scene of the killing. 

The alarm was given, and the house of 
the Whites was surrounded by 500 men, 


determined to prevent the escape of the 


‘murderers. 


Officer Charles Roberts went to the house 
and commanded the Whites to surrender, 
but he was answered by a shot from in- 
side and a bullet plowing its way through 


his body as he stood in front of the door 


of thé murderers’ home. The brave officer 


fell mortally wounded, and he is barely 
alive tonight. | 

Some time after Roberts was shot, six 
men volunteered to arrest White and his 
son, and they surrounded the house. The 
door was broken down and fire opened on 
the two men. 

White was wounded at the first fire: and 
his body was riddled with bullets by the 
attacking party. 

Henry White 


Managed to escape during the excitement, 


He died in a few seconds. 


and he succeeded in getting across the 
Chattahoochee river on the Alabama side. 

A big posse started in pursuit, and at a 
late hour tonight White was captured and 
brought to the city. It is feared that he 
Will be lynched before day. \ 

The startling double murder occurred in 
front of Rumsey’s saloon, at the corner of 
First avenue and Thirteenth street. The 
eMer White delfberately shot Officer Adams 
te death and then he and his son killed 
Officer Jackson.

The reports of the rifles used by the 
father and son were heard for some dis- 
tance and the excitement was intense when 
it became known that two officers had been 
killed. 


Cries of “lynch them" were heard and

People from every section of the city soon

and men began to think of some plan by 


| Which justice could be meted out to the 
| murderers, 


The fact that the Whites had shot the 
officers for no other chtuse than that they 
had served the elder White with a subpoena 
to appear in court tomorrow caused an in- 
tense feeling to take possession of the people 


and it was determined that the murderers 
should suffer. 


They had taken refuge in their home and 


_ the excited people gathered in the vicinity, 


knowing that’ the shooting was not at an 
end. 

Officer Jackson, of Girard: Zeno Pickett, 
an officer, and four other men, armed them- 
Selves with guns and pistols and with 


| brave determination they went to White's 
_ house to take him dead or alive. 


They knocked in the door and before they 
could shoot White to death he succeeded 
in shooting Officer Pickett in the thigh. 

Ten wounds were given White and he 
died, after having shot two men to death, 
another fatally and a third seriously. 

The attacking party searched the house 
for Henry White, but he made his way 


: through a back door and escaped the posse. 


Had Imaginary Grievance. 

J. A. White, the elder, was about fifty 
years old. His son Henry is nineteen years 
old. Both are shoemakers. 

The father was known to be eccentric, 
but he was never regarded as a man of un- 
eound mind; he was an ex-policeman. Both 
were well known in the city. 

This morning J. A. White became in- 
volved in a difficulty with James Jewell, a 
Chattahoochee county farmer. The trouble 
Was the result of an old grudge White 
bore against the farmer. 

Officers Jackson and Adams 
White and gi@ve him a summons to appear 
before the recorder tomorrow morning for 
disorderly conduct. The action of the 
officers in subpeenaing White seemed to 
anger him. He was drinking and after- 
wards made threats against the officers. 

White went home and when returning 
to the city this afternoon he was heard to 
make threats against the officers, He went 
to @ gun shop on Broad street, where he 
purchased a supply of cartridges. Several 
persons noticed him walking up the street 
with his winchester rifle on his shoulder 
and his bag of cartridges by his side. 

As he left the gun store he said some- 
thing about cleaning out the police force. 
White repaired to Rumsey’s bar at the 
corner of Fifth avenue and Thirteenth

‘street, where he met his son, Henry White. 


The son was armed with a Colt’s pistol 
and had a pientiful supply of cartridges. 

About that time Officers Jackson and 
Adams appeared at the front door of the 
bar and asked the barkeeper to tell White 
to step outside a moment, as they wished 
to see him. 

Begins the Fatal Shooting. 

The elder White did not come to the 

front, Dut walked out into the back yard 


of the saloon. From there he gained a side 


street by going through a crack in the 
fence. 
At the other end of the sajoon on the 


corner, and in full view, stood the two 


@ficers. White flung his gun to his shoul- 
der and shouted: 

“T told you to get ready, and if you ain’t 
ready you ought to be.”’ 

He began shooting as quick as he could 
manipulate the rifle, firing several shots 
without stopping. Officer Adams fell, cy- 
ing a few minutes afterwards at the Var- 
num hotel, where he was carried. 

One of the-first shots struck Officer Jack- 
son in the abdomen. When his father be- 
gan firing Henry White ran through the 
saloon, and jerking out his pistol, he, too, 
began shooting at Officer Jackson, who 
had not then fallen. The officer seemed to 
be too weak to use his pistol, although he 
tried to do so, being severely wounded. 

He pleaded just before sinking to the 
ground: 

“Please don’t snvot any more.” 

In the meantime the elder White was 
crossing the street. Both of the officers 
were down. 

Young White called out with a curse: 

“Pa, shoot him again.” 

The father turned and deliberately aim- 
ed at the prostrate body of Officer Jackson 
and fired once more. 

Third Officer Shot Down. 

The two murderers, father and son, then 
started up First avenue toward their home 
on Sixteenth street. This was 2:30 o'clock. 
The news of the double murder spreading, 
hundreds of excited people gathered on the 


scene. 

It was reported that White had killed 
another policeman up the street. Investi- 
gation revealed that Officer Charles Rob- 
erts went to his house to arrest him. He 
was alone, no other officers having arrived. 
The brave discharge of his duty may cost 


Roberts his life. 
” He knocked at the door and the elder 


| White called out, “‘Come in.” As the om- 1 


cer put his hana on the knob. White fired: 
at him detiberately through the door. f 


The bullet entered Officer Roberts’s side 
and passed through a portion of his body. 
Roberts fell fatally wounded. 

Several persons in the vicinity saw the 
shooting and running to the scene they con- 
veyed the bleeding policeman across the 
street. They were not molested by White 
and he did not fire any more until his 
house was attacked. 

Officer Roberts was carried to the hospi- 
tal. There is only a slight chance for his 
recovery. 

A large number of the police force of 
the city were armed with winchesters and 
they proceeded to White's house where he 
was at bay. The shoemaker was known to 
be desperate and it was theught to mean 
death to the man who ventured into his 
yard. 

Several thousand people gathered, filling 


the, streets in the vicinity, but they Kept @ 


a safe distance from the house. The house 
was surrounded by police, but the attack 
was delayed for a long time. 

White’s family had fled from the house 
and told the police that it was death for 
any man to go to the place. 

Finally, however, about 5 o'clock, six 
men, led by Officer Jackson; of Girard, 
volunteered to storm the house. Taking 
six winchesters they approached the house 
and stepped upon the front porch. They 
kicked the door down ‘and as it fell in 
two or three men sprang inside. 


Ten Bullets Pierce White. 
The elder White was ready for them and 
in his front room with his rifle. But one 
of the officers fired first and the shoe- 
maker fell to his knees. 


White was wounded, but as he fell he 


fired, the bullet striking Officer Zeno 
Pickett. He was one of the leaders of the 
squad. Before White could fire again sev- 
eral bullets were fired into his body and 
he died in a few moments. : 

The premises were searched, but Henry 

rhite could not be found. It was affer- 
wards discovered that he had slipped off 
down the river before ‘his home was sur- 
rounded. He was seen passing through 
the city and was carried over the river to 
the Alabama side in a fisherman's boat. 

The two murdered officers were among 
the most popular men of the force. Officer 
Allen was one of the oldest and most eiii- 
clent men on the force. Both were highly 
esteemed and their tragic death has cast 
a gloom over the city. if 

There May Be a Lynching. 

J. A. White was a candidate for mayor 
several gears ago and he afterwards ran 
for sheriff. He once said that he was a 
candidate for president of the United 
States. This latter remark was looked up- 
on as a joke by many, and while White 
was regarded as peculiar, he was not 
thought to be tnsane to the deepest point. 
Young White was not considered a des- 
perate character. 

Henry White made his way eight miles 
in the country before he was overtaken 
by three officers. He was brought to the 
city and lodged in jail by Offigers Osborne 
and Threlkeld and another man. 

The excitement is still intense at mid- 
night and the people are talking about 
nothing except the tragic events of the 
day.

The three strangers entered Meeker dur- 
ing the day, making their way to the store 
of Hugus & Co., where the bank of Meeker 
is located. 

They succeeded in holding up the clerks 
on duty, also the bank cashier, and looting 
the bank, but as soon as they reached the 
street in their effort to escape they were 
met by several citizens and a hot battle 
ensued. ; 

After the smoke had cleared away the 
three robbers were found lying dead and 
one clerk, Victor Dikeman, and a citizen 
named William Clark had received serious 
wounds from the bullets fired by the rob- 
bers before they were mowed down. 

Photographs will be taken of the three 
dead robbers in the hopes of identifying 
them. It is believed they are part of a 
gang who came over the Colorado line from 
Utah a couple of years ago and attempted 
to hold up the bank at Delta, Col., 
they killed the president of that bank, but

before they could get out of town two of 
their number were shot and killed by a

How the Accident Occurred. 

Train No. 35 left Columbia over an hour 
late and was instructed to wait at Swan- 
sea, twenty-three miles south of Columbia, 
for No. 36. The engineer of No. 35 read 
his order “Sweden,” a station thirty miles 
further on, instead of “‘Swansea.’’ Before 
the conductor, who read the order properly, 
could ring him down, the collision occurred. 

News of the wreck was telegraphed Sa- 
vannah and Columbia. Physicians were 
sent from Columbia to attend the wounded 
and a wrecking train was sent up from Sa- 
vannah.

President ‘Cunningham Sends Out a 
Circular of Elucidation. 


SHOWS REASONS FOR PROMISE 


Traces Prosperity of the Country to 
Silver’s Acknowledgment. 


TELLS OF THE STEADY FALL IN SALARIES 


Correspondence Has Grown to Such 
Proportions That He Is Forced 
To Print His Answers. 


Newark, O., October 14.—In answer to the 
many inquiries pouring in from Alabama 
to Michigan and Maine to California, Presi- 
dent C. W. Cunningham tonight issued the 
following circular letter: 

Newark, C., October 14, 1896. Dear Sir: 
Replying. to your favor of recent date, 
making inquiry about the promised in- 
crease in wages of the Central City 
Stove Company’s employes in case Wil- 
liam J. Bryan is elected president, I 
desire in the first place to assure you 
that the published report is true. In 
the second place, to ask your pardon 
for sending you this circular letter in- 
stead of a personal reply. 

The almost countless number of com- 
munications similar to yours that I 
have received from fifteen different 
states makes a personal reply imprac- 
ticable, as it would take my entire 
time between now and election day to 
dictate separate answers. | 

However, I think the following will 
answer your questions: 

I have always been a republican, and 
have voted twice for McKinley. There 
are twenty nplders in our foundry who 
have always voted the republican tick- 
et. This year we are for Bryan and 
the restoration of silver. 

Our reason for offering to increase 
wages in case Bryan wins is that we 
know that the success of our business 
depends upon the prosperity of Ameri- 
ca, and that the prosperity of America 
will only be brought about by the resto- 
ration of the silver dollar. 

Prior to 1873 the iron molders of the 
country received from 530 to 60 cents ‘‘on 
board.’’ This means that for every dol- 
lar earned, they received from 50 to 6 
cents additional. With the demonetiza- 
tion of silver came a fall in wages up to 
1879, when molders received 25 cents “off 
board,’ or only 75 cents for every dol- 
jar earned. 

“he Bland-Allison act so stimulated 

business in the west that greater dé- 

mand for the molder’s product—in: fact 
for all. manufactured. products—was 
made. Business increased and wages 
went up. The Sherman purchasing act 
had a similar effect, but its: repeal 
brought stagnation to the west and as 

a result many Orders for manufactured 

goods were ccuntermanded. The Cen- 

tral City Stove Works felt the effects 
of the repeal of this law and I know 
whereof I speak. 

A highe> tariff law than we now have 
will not, in my opinion, restore prosper- 
ity, but will result in breeding trusts. 
The present tariff law, I believe, is suf- 
“ficiently high to protect all manufac- 
turers in this country and the only 
thing yet needed to restore activity to 
business is the free coinage of both 
gold and silver. |

UNION PACIFIC TRAIN ROBBED. 


Two Men Succeed in Overpowering 
Train Men and Get Off with Booty. 
Salt Lake City, Utah, October 14.—The 

Union Pacific train due at 3:16 this 

morning was held up a short distance from 

Uintah, at the mouth of Weber canyon 

and about eight miles from Ogden. A train 

Was made up at Ogden and sent to the 

scene of the robbery and orders were given 

to organize a posse and run the robbers 
down. The passengers were not molested, 
the robbers confining their operations to 
the mail and express cars. Railway of- 
fieials report that all the booty secured was 

a few mail bags, but whether or not these 

contained any valuables fs not known. 
The robbers, two in nunrber, boarded the 

train at Peterson, a small station in the 
heart of Weber canyon. If the special train 
bearing the officers makes good time it is 


quite possible that the bandits may be | 
caught, as it is impossible for them to get | 


out of the canyon save by the eastern 
routes, and all stations east of Uintah have 
been notified of the robbery. The robbers 
surprised the engineer by suddenly rising 
up from behind the tank and covering him 
with a gun. They gave the fireman a cot- 
ton sack and told hinr to put it over his 
head. The engineer was then told to run 
along until ordered to stop. A few seconds 
later the robbers on the engine had been 
joined by another and the train was order- 
ed stopped. 

The engineer was then ordered to point 
out the express car, which he did, and 
while the attention of the robbers was dis- 
tracted he ran to Uintah and gave the 
alarm. The baggage and express cars were 
uncoupled and run ahead of the train some

> Decision on Wheels. 


ROADS MUST CARRY THEM FREE 


They Are as Much Personal 
He Holds, as a Gun—All Riders) 
Are Not Cranks. 


Judge Russell, of St. Louis, has decided 
that bicycles are bagaage and must be 
carried free by railroads. 

This {Is a very important matter to the 
railroads. Here in the south most of the 
roads are now checking wheels on the pay- 
ment of 25 cents. Some of the roads will 
carry a wheel free without a check, but 
that is risky, as several wheels have been 
lost in that way. 

The decision by the St. Louis judge was in 
a suit brought by J. R. Bettis against the 
Missouri Pacific Railway Company, which 
refused to carry his bicycle unless he paid 
25 cents, the regular charge. y 


An order to show cause was issued and | 


the company moved to quash the alterna- 
tive writ. Judge Russell first discusses the 
question whether mandamus is the proper 
remedy in such cases, and he concludes 
that it is, and that the suit may be brought 
by a private party. Any citizen may bring 
a suit where a public right fs involved, and 
a writ of mandamus is the remedy when a 
corporation fails in its duty to the public. 
Tn a case like the present, mandamus seems 
to be necessary to avoid a multiplicity of 
suits. 

Then the question presents itself: Is a bi- 
eyele baggage? Judge Russell discusses 
the matter at some length, and finds that 
the law regards baggage to include not 
merely articles of personal apparel, but 
also other articles with reference not only 
to one’s immediate necessities, but to the 
ultimate purpose of the journey. An ar- 
tist’s easel, a sportsman’s gun case, and 
an sailor’s telescope, have been held to be 
baggage. On this point the judge says that 
not everything which only a crank or an 
eccentric person would take with him is 
considered as baggarte, and he adds: “It is 
true that it has not been many years since 
those addicted to bicycle riding were re- 
garded as cranks, but his class has grown 
and his tribe has multiplied until it threat- 
ens to include all mankind, and we are 
forced to accord the wheelmen the aver- 
age human intelligence, and we cannot now 
fay that only a crank would carry with 
him a wheel.’ 

A bicycle then comes within the rule. 
The judge finds that it is a machine or 
vehicle in very commen use among a lerge 
class of people for health, recreation and 
locomotion, and is largely used at the end 
of a journey for health or recreation. Bi-

G. W. Patterson, an officer, was attacked 
in his yard Tuesday night and would doubt- 
less have been injured and robbed had it 
not been for the promptness with which he 
used his pistol. 

Patterson is a bailiff in Judge Foutes 
court and lives at 56 Simpson street. 

Last Tuesday afternoon he had been out 
in his buggy serving some papers in the 
eastern part of the city. It was about il 
o’clock when he drove into the alley lead- 


ing toward his barn at home. He stepped ; 


out of the buggy and began unhitching the 
horse. 

As the officer stepped around his hofse 
with his back towards the stable door a 
negro slipped stealthily out of the barn. 
When the negro was within two steps of 
Patterson and had raised a deadly sandbag 
for a blow the officer looked around.

Patterson then drew his pistol. and fred.

Ended the Day at Marquette, Where 
Six Thousand Persons Heard His 
Arguments for Free Coinage. 
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Watersmeet, Mich., October 14.—Candi- 
date Bryan’s special train traveled from 
Duluth through Minnesota and Wisconsin 
all night, and after lying for three hours 
this morning on a siding near Saxon, re- 
sumed at 8 o’clock. 

When the train reached Ironwood at 8:45 
o'clock the candidate opened up his four 
dayq of Michigan campaigning. People 
from the surrounding country had driven 
in to join the Ironwood folks in welcoming 
the head of the Chicago ticket and the con- 
gregation in the square where Mr. Bryan 
spoke numbered at least 2,500. 

A fifteen-minute speech was made by the 
candidate froni a temporary stand, and 
then the train moved to Bessemer where 
it arrived at 9:15. A crowd of about the 
®ame proportions as that at Ironwood was 
gathered about the platform from which 
Mr. Bryan spoke, 

The train took a lttle side jump from 
Michigan into Wisconsin, and it was in 
Florence, in the latter state, that the com- 
ments of the candidate were called forth. 
He had not finished his little talk about 
the silver question when somebody called 
for three cheers for McKinley. They were 
given with great vigor, and then a laugh 
went up from the crowd. “I have no objec- 
tion,”’ said Mr, Bryan, ‘‘to a man cheering 
for McKinley, but I only wish that a man 
who thinks that this country is not big 
enough to attend to its own business would 
put it on his hat, so people would know who 
he was.

He was for fifteen years 
pastor of the Baptist church in Darlington, 
and only resigned when his health be- 
came too feeble for his labors. He is also 
a nephew of the late Edward T. Winkler, 
a prominent minister of Marion, Ala. Mr. 
Bealer was born in 1860 at Darlington, 8S. 
C., where he lived with his parents until 
the death of his father, Which occurred in 
1870. Then thhis mother moved to Atlanta, 
bringing with her her family. 

He is a graduate of the Boys’ High school, 
After his schooling had been finished he 
entered commercial life, and was for a 
long time bookkeeper for Andrew J. Miller 
& Co., the furniture men. He did his first 
work in journalism about ten years ago on 
The Evening Capitol, with which paper he 
stayed until its failure. 

About five years ago he married one of 
the belles of Forsyth, Ga., Miss Fanny 
Rudisill, who is a daughter of Dr. Frank- 
lin Rudisill, of that place. Mr. Bealer has 
always been an earnest worker in the 
church. A Baptist by birth and rearing, 
he has never for an instant relaxed in his 
religious convictions, althourh he has at 
all times been extremely liberal in all of 
his views. 

For some time he has been thinking of 
entering the ministry, but not until of late 
did he decide to take the step. He publicly 
announced his decision only about a week 
and a half ago.

HE IS NOT A CANDIDATE. 


W. C. Glenn Announces That He Will

The announcement of Hon. W. C. Glenn, 
of Atlanta, that he will not be a candidate 
for the supreme court bench was a surprise 
to the people of Atlanta and to the visit- 
ing politicians last evening.

Colonel Glenn, ‘after 
giving the matter full consideration, how- 
ever, announced his decision, which was 
that he would not be in the race. 

“T have been gratified,” said he, ‘‘at the 
large number of letters and telegrams I 
have received from influential Georgians 
asking me to make the race and have had 
very flattering tenders of support. But 
after weighing the matter in all of its 
lights I came to the conclusion that it was 
due both to my family and my partner 
that I continue in the practice of the law. 
Of course the supreme court judgeship is a 
very high honor, and if it were simply a 
question of the rich honor I should not 
hesitate to make an active canvass for the 
place, but as it is, and for the reason 
which I have outlined in a general way, I 
have come to the determination that I will 
under no circumstance make the race.”

Flashily Dressed Negro Insists - on 
Stopping at the Kimball. 


CLERK SAID NO AND FIRED HIM 


Ejected by Special Officer but Not 
Until He Created a Scene. 


SLEPT HIN A-CELL INSTEAD OF A. ROOM

Says His Name Is Albert Wells, of 
the Washington Police Force. 
He Is a Swell. 


A flashily dressed negro, carrying a stylish 
umbrella and wearing an air of assumed 
importance, walked into the Kimball! 
house rotunda last night after the manner 
of the most foppish individual imaginable. 
He stepped up to the counter and, taking 
up a pen, started to write his name on 
the register. ° 

When stopped by two of the clerks and 
asked what he meant, the stylish negre 
replied that he desired a room for the night 
and wanted his baggage sent up at once. 

‘You can’t stop here,’”’ said Mr. Tobe 
Powell, the cashier at the Kimball. 

The flashy negro looked up in amazement, 
but without replying he again picked up 
a pen, which had been taken from him in 
the meantime. When he endeavored to 
write his name on the register fhe second 
tiem Captain Russell, the Kimball house 
special officer, took a hand in the case and 
he quickly ushered the darkey out of the 
hotel, through the Pryor street door. 

The negro carried a valise and a bundle, 
and all were handed out to him. He was 
told to move on down the street, but in- 
stead of doing so he quickly turned back 
into the hotel through another door and 
advanced towards the desk. Before he 
could be stopped he got about half way to 
the desk and was about to sit down in one 
of the rotunda chairs, when Captain Rus- 
sell again grabbed him by the collar and 
this time rudely shoved the dude darky 
out on the sidewalk. 

The negro mirade some resistence and a 
crowd quickly gathered, but the trouble 
was of short ‘duration. The negro was 
turned over to Officer E. M. Berry and sent 
to the police station in a patrol wagon, 
He was sullen and obstinate and he declin- 
ed to give his name at the station house 
keeper's desk. He said that he is a detec- 
tive and spotter, and asserted that his ar- 
rest was an outrage. He said that he in- 
tended to have the Kimball clerks arrested 
when he was taken in charge himself. 

The darkey was assigned to a cell, andan 
hour later he felt better and said that his 
name is Alex Wells, and that he hails from 
Washington, D. C. He claims to be in the 
service of the chief of police of the Wash- 
ington department and says that he is on 
his way to Columbus. 

The Kimtball clerks say that the negro 
was insolent in his manner and that he 
persisted in being allowed to register and 
be given accommodations. He was inform- 
ed that the Kimball is open only to white 
people, but the information did not ‘appear 
to satisfy the detective-spotter of color, 
and he had to be ejected to prevent a scene 
in the lobby. 

The negro is of ginger cake color and he 
is dressed in the height of fashion. He 
wears a tall, white collar, a fine silk neck- 
tie, immaculate shirt front, the latest tailor- 
made coat and creased trousers. His 
shoes are of the toothpick variety and oiled 
to the last extremity. The darkey wears a 
new stylish derby hat set well back on his 
head, and an aristocratic look on his face. 
He might be easily taken for a leader of 
the ultra swell set in the swellest circles 
of colored swell society. 

“He is a dandy, but he didn’t register at 
the Kimball house,’’ said Captain Russell 
after the incident. 

The negro was locked up on a charge of 
disorderly conduct and he will have to ex- 
plain to Judge Andy Calhoun in the police 
court today why he insists on race equality 
in tnis section to the extent that the pub- 
lic peace is disturbed. 


OSBORN WASN’T HYPNOTIZED. 


Lee’s Manager Says the Young Man

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| LOYD PLAYED TWO ROLES. 


LEADER OF BURGLARS WHILE 
ACTING AS DETECTIVE. 


Authorities Think the Capture of the 
Gang the Biggest Catch Made in 
a Long While. 


r 

Wilk Loyd, Tom Anderson and Will Da- 
vis, the young white men who were caught 
in Mrs, Jones's residence, at the corner of 
Courtland and Linden streets, Tuesday 
morning, appear to be the biggest catch 
the authorities have made for some time. 

These are the first professional burglars 
that have been caught in this city in many 
months. Innumerable negroes are appre- 
hended for entering houses, but all were 
more or less inexperienced. These white 
men have been in the business for years. 
They. are typical professional burglars, 
who have been operating not only in Atlan- 
ta, but in other Georgia cities for months. 

Loyd, the man who was employed by the 
city detectives for three months to appre- 
hend criminals, and only pointed out those 
whom he did not like, is the leader. He is 
said to have several negroes and white 
men under his sway, who are perhaps the 
most daring criminals this city has* ever 
known. 

This young man, who has fallen at the 
very threshhold of his manhood, has a 
history, He was raised in Atlanta, and has 
been in the chaingang innumerable times 
for various offenses. His work. has been 
so shrewd, however, that the officers have 
never been able to fasten any very damag- 
ing offense on hin? until now, and the longest 
he has served in the gang was twelve 
months. 

His crowd has committed numerous bur- 
glaries and thefts all over the city. Their) 
boldness is evidenced by their entering Mre. 
Jones’s residence in broad daylight, and 
remaining an hour and a half Tuesday 
morning. Anderson is just about as noto- 
rious as his partner. He has also served 
eighteen months in the chaingang for 
burglary. He entered a residente on Luckie 
street some time ago and atole several ar- 
ticles of value. Davis is wanted for 
burglarizing a house om Mills street about 
two weeks ago. 

This gang has also eperated extensively. 
in Birmingham, Montgomery and Rome. 
The detectives now have a valuable shirt 
stud and scarf pin, which Loyd is accused 
of stealing in the latter city several months 


ago. .

The address to the members of the 
people's party, issued by the national 
committee of that party, and published 
in full in The Constitution of yesterday, 
will unquestionably do much toward 
clarifying the political atmosphere in 
some of the states which are acknowil- 
eized to be doubtful. 

The national committee of the peo- 
ple’s party points out to the members 
of that party the jmportance of the 
union of all the silver forces in the sup- 
port of Mr. Bryan, and urges that fu- 
sion be perfected wherever it is nec- 
essary. 

The address is a_ strong, practical 
statement of the conditions as they ex- 
ist. It points out clearly the importance 
of united action of all silver forces, and 
urges the populists of all the states to 
let there be no stumbling block in thé 
way of such union as will insure the 
success of the silver cause. 

* The members of the populist national. 
committee, in explaining their action, 
state that they take it with no view 
whatever of hurting the feelings of 
or running directly counter to the 
wishes of the gentleman who has been 
nominated by their party for the office 
of vice president, and who is well- 
known to be inclined to oppose fusion. 
They show that with them, as with 


the people in this great fight, principles 


are everything and that the personal 
of necessity, 
sometimes give way when principles are 
involved. 

It is a patriotic address and will bear 
fruit. That the advice of the party's 
leaders will be followed there is no 
dowbt. Whatever the personal ambi- 
tions of men, whatever the efforts of 
the enemy to foster disruption in the 
silver ranks—whether this disruption is 
evidenceg through the action of the 
populist politicians or democratic poli- 
ticians—all of this must be swept aside, 
and will be swept aside, and a united 
front will be presented by the peo- 
ple against the trusts, the greedy com- 
binations, and the ravenous gold stand- 
ard which Mr. Hanna and his candidate 
represent. : 
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The Archbishop of Canterbury. 

The late archbishop of Canterbury 
was the second primate of Kugland to 
die within the walls of a sanctuary. 

The manner of his death, however, 
was less tragic than that of the renown- 
ed Thomas a-Becket, who was bru- 
tally stabbed by a party of knights 
while Kneeling in front of the altar of 
St. Benedict. The offense for which 
Becket thus paid the death penalty was 
that of using the power of his office to 
exalt the church above the crown. It 

was to prevent stich a religious supre- 
macy that Becket was exalted to the 
rank of archbishop by Henry II, who 
was then monarch of England. Instead 
of finding the primate a submissive tool, 
however, who was ready to serve him 
in the execution of his royal purpose, 
he found ‘him a zealous servant of the 
church who refused to bend in servile 
nllegiance to the crown. In a moment 
Of irritation he expressed the wish that 
Bomeone might rid him of the offen- 
sive archbishop. Overhearing the king’s 
soliloquy four of his faithful knights 
laid in wait for the primate and slew 
him just in front of the holy sbrine. 
Wo sooner had the news of the foul mur- 


he repented of his hasty speech and 
resorted to mensures of humble atone- 
ment. As a further. evidence of his 
contrition he yearly tresorted to the 
holy land, besides performing other 
deeds of penance. 

Unlike the tragic end of ‘Thomas 
a-Becket, the late archbishop of Canter- 
bury died peacefully in the cathedral at 
Hawarden. Having reached the mel- 
low age of sixty-seven years his passing 
away was lke the falling of a withered 
leaf in the golden maturity of autumn. 
It was just such a death as many a 
goodly man bas craved. But aside from 
dying in the church, it was a 
beautiful coincidence that the old 
primate should have spent his last 
hours in the home of Mr. Gladstone, 
who, twenty years before that time, 
had made him archbishop of the church 
of England. 

Though less distinguished in the meas- 
ure of intellectual endowment than some 
of his reverend predecessors in office, 
the late archbishop of Canterbury was, 
nevertheless, a man of unusual gifts and 
profound piety. 
was first occupied by St. Augustine, 
several hundred years ago, ninety-three 
archbishops have succeeded to the title; 
among them such distinguished pre- 
lates as Dunstan, Lanfranc, Anselm, 
Laud, Warham, Cranmer and others 
whose names are associated with heroic 
martyrdom. 

The last sad rites having been per- 
formed over the late archbishop, the re- 
ligious world has commenced to spec- 
ulate on the probabilities of the suc- 
cession. On account of the high re- 
sponsibility which the office imposes 
upon the occupant it is necessary that 
the most. discriminating judgment 
should be employed in the selection of 
a successor to the late archbishop. Eng- 
land has many able divines in the ser- 
vice of the established church from 
whom to make a choice, and that she 
will solve the difficult problem with 
which she is now confronted is univer- 
sally recognized. 
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A Convert to Bimetallism. 

Several weeks ago a special commis- 
sion was delegated by the Trade and 
Labor Assembly of Chicago to visit 
Mexico for the purpose of making a 
study of the money question as pre- 
sented in the experience of our sister 
republic. 

The commission was composed of 
Messrs. P. J. Maas and Patrick En- 
right, both men of strong sense and 
keen faculties of observation. As a re- 
sult of the visit to Mexico one of these 
commissioners; Mr. P. J. Maas, has re- 
turned home a zealous advocate of free 
coinage, and intends to mount the 
stump in defense of that principle. 
Say8 the commissioner in speaking of 
his Mexican observations: 

When I started for Mexico I was apa- 
thetic on the money question. I had not 
made up my mind as to what would be 
the ‘best policy for the United States. 
My trip has removed every doubt held 
by me and I am now an ardent free 
silverite. If the United States would 
adopt free silver it would injure the 
trade of England and other European 
g£ol@ countries. Talk about protection to 
American workingmen! There never 
was a better plan advanced than the 
free coinage of silver. It would encour- 
age home manufacturers, as their prod- 
uct would he purchased by the people of 
the United States in preference to those 
of England or vther countries. 

The United States and Mexico are not 
to ‘be compared frum a labor standpoint. 
The natives of Mexico are a lazy, shift- 
less lot, but if they had the energy of 
the workingmen vf this country their 
chances, for bettering their condition 
would b@ increased a thousand fold by 
the facf that a free silver 
country. 

Such testimony as the foregoing from a 
man who was wholly unbiased on the 
money question at the time of his visit 
to Mexico is worth thousands of votes 
to the democratic ticket in the approach- 
ing election. 

If, in addition to free coinage, Mexico 
was blessed with such a climate as this 
country enjoys, it would be one of the 
most prosperous nations on the globe. 
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The “Tight Money Democrats.” 
The “tight mouey democrats” seem 
to be getting on as well us could have 
been expected. The bunks, the trusts 
and the plutocrats generally are very 
sympathetic. It is true that the banks, 
the trusts and the plutocrats are for 
Hanna and Hanna's pow cclebrated 
candidate, but that does not prevent 
them from leaning sympathetically qn 
the shoulders of the “tight money dem- 
ocrats,” and shedding a few syimpa- 
thetic tears over the decoy duck cangi- 
dates.

They ure not taking any 
votes away from the democrats, for no 
honest democrats cun afford to vote for 
tight money aud hard times.

The populist national cominittee has 
issued an address to the voters of their 
party which must prove a stumbling 
block to those populists who, while de- 
claring that fusion with democrats is 
undesirable, are yet willing to fuse 
with the republicans. Some such 
scheme of fusion has been on foot in 
Georgia, and is even now being consid- 
ered by the weak-minded who believe 
that office is more important than prin- 
ciple. 

It is as certain as anything can be 
that the populist organization, if it is 
to be preserved at all, can only be 
maintainéd on the lines set forth and 
explained Dy the populist national com- 
mittee. 

This committee pays a passing com- 
pliment to those democrats who have 
been opposing fusion, and it asserts 
that these meg are drawing money from 
the Hanna Campaign fund. How true 
this may be we do not know, but we 
do know that every honest voter, wheth- 
er he be populist, republican or demo- 
crat, is personally interested in the elec- 
tion of Bryan, whether this election be 
accomplished by means of fusion or by 
means of-a straight vote for the demo- 
cratic candidate. That is the thing to 
be accomplished. That is the thing 
for which all good men are striving. 
The attempt of certain ambitious pop- 
ulists to fuse with the republicans in 
Georgia and other states where they 
imagine that such fusion will be to an- 
vance their personal fortunes is sure to 
be a failure. They cannot poll a sib- 
gle honest populist vote in favor of 
Hanna's candidate. They cannot poll 
a single honest populist vote against 
Bryan and the free coinage of silver. 
At this time it is certain that Bryan 
will be the next president unless he is 
defeated by the opposition of populists 
who regard their party organization 
as of more importance than the princi- 
ples that the populist party stands for. 
These principles are precisely the same 
as those the democratic party stands for, 
as was shown by the unanimity with 
which the populist national convention 
indorsed the nominee of the democratic 
convention for president. This indorse- 
ment was in the nature of a deciara- 
tion to the effect that no fusion was nec- 
essary to secure the votes of the popu- 
lists for the democratic candidate for 
president. They not only indorsed him, 
but they made him their nominee and 
pledged themselves to his support. 

And yet, on top of that, we are in- 
formed that the populists, who are 
pledged to support Bryan, not because 
he is tlie denvocratic nominee, but be- 
cause he stands for principles that are 
dear to the people of the country with- 
out regard to the party, and because 
he was unantmously nominated by their 
convention, have, in certain districts, 
entered into a-fusion with republican 
candidates for congress. And we are 
told that these populists who are so op- 
posed to fusion with democrats and so 
keen for it with republicans, intend to 
dishonor their party and their party’s 
pledges by supporting men for congress 
who stand for every principle that the 
populist party has declared so detesta- 
ble. 

Some such scheme as this is undoubt- 
edly on foot, but it is certain to fail. 
Why? Because the men who are dis- 
honoring the principles of their party 
and trying to sell out the populist voters 
cannot “deliver the goods,” as they say 
in trade. The populists of Georgia did 
not desert the democratic party to be- 
come republicaps or assistant repub- 
licans. Can it be said, then, that at 
this time, when the honesty and the 
patriotism of every man is to be meas- 
ured by the vote he casts, the pop- 
list voters of Georgia, or other southern 
states, are going to support republican 
candidates for office? We do not believe 
it. Such alliances would be unholy; 
and no matter what the politicians 
may say, the people will not indorse 
them.

The argument of the-advocates of the 
single gold standard in this campaign 
is chiefly made up of ridicule and pre- 
varication. 

Such weapons, however, are ‘beneath 
the dignity of intellectual combat, and 
they betray a weakness in the cause of 
the single gold standard which: can- 
not be hidden from the eyes of the pub- 
lic. 

One of the many fabrications which 
the money power has arrayed in the 
sober livery of truth and sent out to 
do missionary work for the gold stand- 
ard is the one which proclaims the ex- 
istence of a silver trust in this country, 
and fixes thereupon the responsibility 
for the present free coinage agitation.

“That The Atlanta Journal, party of the 
first part, agrees to insert in a special edi- 
tion to be known as the New York and New 
England edition, seven or more columns for 
the sum of $28.58 for each and every column 


inserted. 

“It is further agfreed that all advertise- 
ments to be inserted in this special edition 
are to be secured in New York and New 
England by the said Jemison Ball, party of 
the second part, who agrees to furnish said 
Journal all copy and cuts in first-class 
condition five days prior to the day of pub- 
lication. 

“It is further agreed that no advertise- 
ments objectionable to The Journal shail 
be inserted. 

“The said Jemison Ball, party of the 
second part, agrees to deposit with The 
Atlanta Journal all contracts made by him- 
self or agents. The Journal is to select 
from these contracts double the amount 
sufficient to cover the indebtedness of said 
Jemison Ball to The Journal and to in- 
dorse the remainder over to said Ball's 
order. 

‘The Journal after collecting contracts 
and deducting the amount that is due it for 
inserting the advertisements secured by 
said Jemison Ball, is to refund to said 
Jemison Ball all money that is in excess 
of what is necessary to pay for inserting 
the advertisements furnished by him.” 

Mr. Nicoll says, after the contract wa@ 
transferred to him, that he employed solici- 
tors and agents to secure the advertise- 
ments. He claims that he secured more 
than enough to fill the allotted space and 
a contract was then made so as to make 
the space six pages of advertising matter, 
for which he was to pay at the rate of 
$200 per page. He claims it was further 
agreed. that he was to have two pages 
extra for unpaid matter and that The 
Journal agreed to procure twenty-five 
other weekly newspapers in Georgia, Ala- 
bama and Florida to use the special edi- 
tion of The Journal as a supplement. This 
was to cost $125 in addition. 

Mr. Nicoll claims he secured the adver- 
tisements, but was prevented from having 
them inserted, as President Hoke Smith 
telegraphed a suspension of the work. He 
says he was notified by wire from Mr. 
Smith that the special edition would not 
be published. 

It is claimed by Nicoll that he has spent 
much money in getting up the contracts 
with various advertisers and that his 
rating and standing as a business man 
has been injured by the refusal of The 
Journal to carry out its contract with him. 

The case is directed to the city court and 
will probably come up for trial in the 
near future.

Ford reported the assault to United Statcs 
Commissioner Broyles, who issued'a war- 
rant for Moody’s arrest on the charge of 
attempting to intimidete a witness to pre- 
vent him testifying. The punishment in 
case of conviction is a fine of $500 or three 
months’ imprisonment. Judge Broyles 
holds that as the offense was committed 
in a building belonging to the United States 
government it is a United States case. 
Though he has been punished by Judge Calk- 
houn he may also suffer at the hards of 
Judge Newman. 

Ford declares that Moody without cause 
sent him a letter blackguarding him and 
threatening him. He Says that he has 
never done Moody a wrong in his life and 
that Moody’s enmity to him is a strange 
thing. When asked about the case yester- 
day he said: 

“Before Moody moved to Atlanta I knew 


him in Augusta. I had nothing whatever . 


against him and we were not unfriendly 
until a short while before his departure. 
When he contemplated moving to Atlanta 
he asked me to buy his carpenter's tools 
and I did so. The money was paid over 
and there has never been any difference 
between us on money matters whatever. 

“One day a friend of mine told me Moody 
had threatened to kill me and when I met 
his mother soon afterwards I asked her 
why her son had made such a threat 
against me, and told her to tell him, when 
she saw him, to fight me fair when he met 
me. She said her son had not abused or 
threatened me and then she began to criti- 
cise her son's wife and family to me. Soon 
after that Moody left Augusta and later 
he wrote me a letter in which he used very 
obscene remarks about me.

Since he took charge of the university, 
Dr. John has entirely reorganized the in- 
stitution and has put everything on an 
excellent basis. His work has been thor- 
ough and complete and the schooi stands 
in a better condition than it has ever been 
before. 

The system now in vogue at the school 
is an excellent one and is complete in 
every detail. Dr. John has worked ar- 
duously for the upbuilding of the insti- 
tution of which he has been president for 
three years and is justly proud of the good 
results that have come from his labors. 

He saia yesterday that he loved Atlanta 
and thought that it was the st beau- 
tiful as well as the most prograssive city 
of the south. He has made hundreds of 
friends during his stay here and for many 
reasons feels sorry to leave the place.

New York, October 14.—During the early 
trading/at the stock exchange today the 
mark¢t ruled active and strong. A very 
sonfident tone characterized the business, 
and there was good buying for both local 
and foreign account. Quite a number of 
operators espoused the bull cause, being 
influenced by higher prices for American 
securities in London, large gold engage- 
ments and the favorable statement just 
issued by the bureau of statistics of the 
export trade of the country for September. 
London houses were credited with taking 
fully 20,000 shares, principally St. Paul, 
Loutsville and Nashville and the low priced 
issues. The gold engagements reported to- 
day foot up $1,500,090, and, according to au- 
thoritics, the amount to_be shipped this 
way by steamers leaving Europe tomorrow, 
Saturday and Tuesday next will aggregate 
$19,000,000, The heaviness of sterling ex- 
change, posted rates having been reduced 
lec to $4,814 and $4.8545, is Interpreted as 
meaning that the movement tnis way will 
continue for some time. This is borne out 
by the excellent showing made by the trade 
statistics for September. That month the 
increase in the exports of breadstuffs, pro- 
visions, mineral olls and cotton ts $20,641,182 
as compared with 18%. 
same months this year have been light, 
and this is also in our favor. The advance 
in stock prices during the morning session 
ranged from % to 34 per cent, the An- 
thracite, Industrials and Grangers being 
the leaders.

Atlanta, October 14.—The feature in the 
wheat market today has been on heavy 
selling by Chicago ‘holders and the eieva- 
tor interest, which had a depressing effect 
on prices, causing a break of about lsc. 
per bushel. The strong opening was on re- 
ports from San Francisco stating that that 
market had advanced 6c. per cental vester- 
day and that five cargoes had been sold to 
go to Australia. Seventy-one cents for De- 
cember was touched, when the selling be- 
came evtremely heavy and prices quickly 
declined, reaching 6%ec. There was little 
reaction till just before the close, when the 
market showed a sharp advance of over lc. 
per bushel on large purchases by some of 
the early sellers and buying orders from 
San Francisco. New York and foreigners 
cables did not show the strength they did 
yesterday, Liverpool closing a trifle lower, 
with Berlin and Paris higher. The carn. 
demand on the break seemed to be good, 
but we hear of no important transaction. 
St. Louis reported a sale of flour for South 
African account, but did not mention the 
amount. Pillsbury reported a sale of 60,000 
harrels of flour yesterday. Clearances were 
moderate at 275,000 ‘bushels, making a total 
of about 800,000 bushels for three days. 
Northwestern receipts were less than last 
year and last week, but still large at 867 
ears. Primary points received 1,099,000 
bushels, against 1,323,000 last week and 
1,164,000 last vear, while Chicago had 355 
cars. The market has been very active and 
nervous, losing almost the entira gain es- 
tablished lately. It looks very much as if 
the big holders have been selling out agafn, 
as some of them did a short time ago, and 
unless foreign news continues very bullish 
and the market is well supported, prices 
may likely go lower. 

Coarse grains thheld steady, closing a tri- 
fle below vesterday. Receipts of corn were 
heavy, but shipments were almost as large. 
Clearances were light, and indicates a 
falling off of the export demand, due to the 
advance. We look for very large receipts 
and depressed prices the balance of this 
month. 

Provisions were the weakest of the entire 
list, and closed at about bottom prices for 
the day. The thheavy selling yesterday by 
packers was continued this morning. Small- 
er ‘holders liquidated freely, and there was 
little or no demand. This quite clearly in- 
dicates what we have mentioned previously, 
that packers have been advancing the price 
in order to make better sales against the 
probable large run of hogs expected in 
November an dDecember. and from the 
manner they have been selling the past two 
days and the, quick drop in prices, inclines 
us still to the opinion that the market 
cannot sustain any great advance.

‘Must Answer—Richard Moody

Wester@ay was a field day with the United 
States grand jury and true bills in felony 
cases were found in great number. It was 
the first day felony cases had been consid- 
ered Since the grand jury was sworn and 
there was much interest in the result of 
the day’s work. 

The men was are charged with having 
attacked Deputy Collector McAfee and 
Deputy Marshal Sterling Roberts, one night 
several weeks ago, hear Buford, on the 
line of the Southern railway, were the first 
to meet the attention of the grand jury. 
The men accused were Arthur Strickland, 
Will Strickland, Harrisoh Wilson and Gus 
Humphries. The two internal revenue of- 
ficera were returning home from a “‘moon- 
shine’ raid, when several pistol shots rang 
out in thé night air and McAfee’s scalp 
was pierced by a bullet. Full evidence on 
the case was brought out before the grand 
jury yesterday and the result was five true 
pills agajpst the men. The bills were word- 
ed so that if the prisoners are not convicted 
om one bill théy can be tried on another. 
In this way the prosecuting officers expect 
to catchy them ‘“‘caming and going.” 

True bis’ were found against Tony Hill 
and Edgar Bennett, of Fulton county, 
charged with counterfeiting. The» wit- 
nesses swore that the indicted men were 
caught in the act of passing silver counter- 
feit ddllars. 

A true dill was issued against Tyler 
Stone, of Gwinnett county, enarging coun- 
terfeiting. W. A. White, of Floyd county, 
came under the same charge. Bart Penney, 
also of Floyd county, had a true bill charg- 
ing counterfeiting filed against him. : 

Among the other true bills charging coun- 
terfeiting was one against Thomas Jeffer- 
son Lewis, of Milton county, and one against 
Merrill Lee Goodwin, of Milton county. 

Richard Thrasher, of Fulton county, was 
charged with violating the postal laws and 
a true bill was found against him._ 

A true bill was found against J. Rawson 
Awitrey, a village postmaster in Milton 
county. A witness swore that a check came 
addressed to George W. Tatum for $2.03, 
and that Awtrey signed Tatum’s name for 
the check and drew the money. 

William H. Camerrell, of Fulton county, 
was another against whom a bill charging 
a violation of the postal laws was filed. 

Richard Moody was indicted for violating 
the postal laws by sending ovscene letters 
through the mails. Witness Ford, of 
Augusta, who had been knocked Cown by 
Moody in the postoffice a few minutes be- 
fore: the case was called, appeared before 
the jury and explained how he had been 
assaulted and testified concerning the ob- 
scene letter. 

True bills were found against Jordan We- 
hunt, ANen Carroll, Sam Anderson and Abe 
Lingerfelt, of -Dawson, all of whom are 
charged:with whitecapping.*It was charged 
that they whipped Sandford A. Freeman 
and his wife for exposing ‘“‘moonshine” evi- 
dence to internal revenue officers. 

The. testimony in all of the felony cases 


was Interesting and in some cases sensa-- 


tional.” Judge Newman will. have ‘enough 
felony eases to keep him busy for a long 
time. when: he reaches them. So far this 
term-he has confined his attention almost 
entirely to cases that come for violation of 
the internal revenue laws. |

IN BAD HEALTH THREE YEARS 


He Was the Son of the Famous Doctor 
Who Discovered the Elixir of Life 
_ and Nephew of Daniel Webster. 


Dr. C. E. Brown-Sequard, who was prob- 
ably one of the most scientific men in the 
south, died yesterday morning at 5 o'clock 
from the effects of a sunstroke which he 
received last summer. At the time of his 
death he was living in a residence on 
Chamberlin street, where he had come in 
order that he might receive better medical 
treatment thon could be obtained at his 
hame near East Lake. 

The sunstroke, which was the cause of 
his death, was received last summer during 
the heated term. He never fully recovered 
from the effects of it, although he appear- 
ed to be getting better for a time. For the 
last three weeks he has been unconscious, 
and did not gain control of his mind until 
just before his death, when he called his 
wife and daughter and the valet, who has 
attended him in all of his sickness, tO his 
bedside and spoke to them in an intelll- 
gent manner, and gave them his parting 
instructions. 


He has b@en in bad health for the last 


three years, and has required constant at- 
tention. He was a great student, and often 
would spend the night in reading works of 
a scientific nature. Dr. Bbrown-Sequard was 
the only son of the famous Dr. Brown- 
Sequard, who discovered the elixir which 
it was claimed would restore youth to the 
aged. Iie was also the demonstrator of the 
physiology of the spinal cord, and published 
a book on the workings of the nerves and 
the sensations of the body. 

Dr. C. E. Brown-Sequard was born in 
Paris in the year 183%. He was educated in 
Paris and took there a medical degree. He 
practiced for some time in Paris, and then 
came to America to complete his studies, 
After his course of studies had been finish- 
ed in this country he practiced medicine in 
the Bellevue hospital, in (New York. 

He was very fond of travel, and never 
stayed tong in any city. He had béen in 
Atlanta about three years. About ten years 
ago he married Miss M. Elizabeth Dyke; 
of Georgetown, Ky., and she and their 
little daughter survives him. Dr. Brown- 
Sequard was well known to the medical 
profession of the world, and he was a 
recognized authority on his special 
branches of study. 

His funeral wiil take place tomorrow 
morning at 10 o’clock, and he will be laid 
to rest at Westview cemetery.
